GOV. HILL'S BID FOR FAVOR 


CROSBY 
CENSE BILL. 


HIGH-LI- 


A Message Stating” His Objections Sent to 
the Assembly Last Night—The Grounds 
for This Negative of the Law He De- 
clares to Be Its Character as Special 
Legislation and Its U 
but Political Reasons Plainly Appear— 
Comments of the New York Press. 

ALnaxr, N. V., April 12.—[Special. ]—Gov. 
Hill made a bold bid for the support of the 
liquor interests by vetoing today two impor- 
tant liquor bills. One, prohibiting the sate 
of liquor in the buildings belonging ta the 
State, was vetoed on the ground that it was 
special legislation. Tacked to the vetoisa 
statement by Willis G. Tucker, analyst of 
the State Board of Health, showing that 
cider, ginge and lemonade contain al- 
cohol. The Govefwor says: Mr. Tucker's 
statement demonstrated what the effect of 
such legislation as is proposed in tne bill 
would be by stopping the sale of those bev- 
erages.. 

The Governor also sent to the Assembly 
tonight a very long message vetoing the 
recently-passed High-License bill, and on mo- 
tion of Mr. Crosby, the promoter of the méag- 
ure, it was laid on the table. The veto was 
put upon two grounds: 

First—It is special legislation, because it 
applies only to the Cities of New York and 
Brooklyn, notwithstanding the fact that in a 
majority of the other cities and towns of the 
State the number of dramshops is greater 
than in these in proportion to population. 

Second—Because some of its provisions are 
unconstitutional, and the message is accom- 
panied by opinions from the Attorney-Gen- 
eral and from ex-Judge Comstock sustaining 
that view. 

The Governor expressly reserves any ex- 
pression of his own views on the subject of 
high license; recites the positions of high 
license and of the prohibition advocates, and 
that of the Germans on the other hand, all 
of whom he pronounces well-meaning citi- 
zens. As to the alleged motives actuating 


the Legislature in passing the bill he says: 
„While the question of temperance is not a 
party question and cannot. well be made 
such, yet it is impossible to ignore the polit- 
ical aspects of the measure, especially where 
it is well known that its support was made 
the subject of consideration at a party 
caucus of the majority of the Legislature, 
and where it has been ingeniously devised 
and peculiarly framed so as to operate solely 
K the two great Democratic constituencies 
of the State, while Republican cities and 
constituencies are exempted from its bur- 


den.“ 

He argues that the bill should apply to all 
the cities in the State. He says: I have 
7 an accurate and official statement 

rom the Boards of Excisein every city in 
the State, showing the number of licenses 
now in force in such cities, and the fact is 
of the cities of 
the State, there bein twenty-seven 
in all. in two 0 them the 
number of licenses therein is greater in pro- 
portion to the population than in New York, 
and in all but one of them tbe number is 
greater than in Brooklyn. It is thus appar- 
ent that there is less necessity for legislative 
interference or legislative discrimination 
against the cities of New York and Brooklyn 
than for almost any other part of the State.“

EVANSTON WILL GET THE LIBRARY. 


The Great Von Ranke Collection Bought 
by the Garrett Biblical Institute. 
Berwin, April 12.— [Copyright, 1887, by 
James Gordon nett.|—Reports regarding 
the sale to an American college of the great 
Ranke historical library have been fiying 
around Berlin for the last six months, but 
they have been, and still are, @ little prema- 
ture. Negotiations for the sale are now so 
far advanced, however, that an agent for 
Prof. Bennett of the Garrett Biblical Insti- 
tute of Evanston, III., my is said, verbally 
accepted the library at ‘the price asked by 
the Ranke heirs. Pastor von Ranke, the 
eldest son of the dead historian, speaking of 
the library said: 

May ®5 I received a 
cable offer for the library from Prof. Bennett, an 
old pupil of my father. We thought that the 
Prussian Government would buy the library; so 
I refused the American offer and allowed the 
books to be removed to the Royal Library. Prof.

was deeided then. Finally 18 Bennett set a 


date after which he could X. The day be- 
fore that period expired the ssian Government 
notified us of its refusal to buy at our 
terms, so we clos with the American offer. 
There are about 15,000 volumes in the library. I 
understand that Prof. Bennett proposes to fill 
out tne library by adding 1 volumes, etc.. 
as well as new bindings. The library, of course, 
consists mainly of French, German, and English 
historical works, but it is also rich In „ hy 
and many old Venetian mauuseripts. No, I shall 
not go to America to help house the books. Prof. 
Bennett knows the library well enough, se it will 
be properly placed. I prefer not to state the 
price I understand that the money is fur- 
ee. a rich American, who objects to giving 
name. 


Another library is also on the point of be- 
ing landed in America—that of the German 
phllologist, Scherer, whose History of Ger- 
man Literature“ was largely worked out of 
the 30,000 volumes it contains.

FLOODS IN NEW YORK. 


The Mohawk Overftiows Ita Banks—Rail- 
way Travel Impeded. 

Utica, N. V., April 12.— The interference 
with travel on the New York Central Rail- 
road by the high water, which began yester- 
day, continued today, notwithstanding that a 
lower temperature has somewhat checked 
the thaw. At noon today the tracks from 
Fort Plain to Fonda were under water at 
some points to a depth of three feet, and di- 
rectly in front of Palatine Bridge Station the 
water was ten feet deep on the track. The 
Mohawk at Little Falls is a rushing torrent, 
sweeping with terrific force the large cakes 
of ice and débris along with it. The Central 
Road tracks are washed out east of the vil- 
lage. At Palatine bridge a culvert on the 
Central Road was washed out, but the danger 
was discovered just in time to save the Chi- 
cago Fiyer’’ from a terrible fate. A large 
number of manufacturers have been obliged 
to shutdown. The Mohawk River at Sche- 
nectady rose nearly three feet last night, and 
at 10 o’clock this morning was about seven- 
teen feet above low-water mark. The piers 
in Freeman’s bridge were damaged by the 
ice. Trains are sent west over the West 
Shore Road via Athens Junction, but they 
arrive and go very irregularly. The water 
began falling about noon.

For 
years the railroads have been discriminatin 
against Faribault, it was said, and in favor o 
St. Poul and Minneapolis. it had cost Fari- 
bault dealers 17 cents to send a hundred 
pounds.of wheat to Chicago, while Minne- 
apolis had sent it for 7 cents. This has been 
going onfor years, and the Inter-State Com- 
merce bill had been to stop this dis- 
crimination in favor of the cities. It is 
understood that a petition will be sent to the 
Inter-State Commission urging that the law 
be strictly enforced.

Joseph Frank, who had evidently given 
much time and thought to the subject, read 
an interesting and exhaustive paper, of 
which the following is an abstract:

Win Appreiser Hoffmann Resign?—Harry 
Donovan’s Case—In General. 

Wasiinetox, D. C., April 12.—[Special.]— 
The President knows all about the Chicago 
Democracy; Ex-Sheriff Kern’s mission is 
done, and he is on his way to Philadelphia. 
He left insisting that he made no charges 
against Appraiser Hoffmann nor Superin- 
tendent Donovan. Should the matter soon 
come before the Executive in a formal way 
Mr. Kern believes the President will know 
what the best interests of the party demand. 
It was Cabinet day, and Mr. Cleveland 
did not get through with his constitutional 
advisers till late in the afternoon, but 
he found time to give Mr. Kern an interview 
lasting an hour and a quarter. According to 

ex-Sheriff’s own story Mr. Cleveland did 
task many questions, but those he did put 
orth were leading ones, and showed he al- 
had some idea of the situation. He did 
not, however, fully understand the struggie 
Mr. Kern and his friends had made to re- 
organize and purify the Cook County Demo- 
cratic Club, and it was in explaining 
this that the trouble the Appraiser 
had o— the Administration wus fully 
brought out.

BEAR April 12.—[Copyright, 1887, by 
James rdon Bennett.|—A paragraph in 
one of the Berlin papers causes considerable 
anxiety among German residents in Berlin 
who are naturalized American citizens.

Amsterdam's Celebration of the 70th Anni- 
versary of King William’s Birthday.

VALUABLE TESTIMONY FOR THE AC- 
CUSED ROCK ISLAND RS. 


‘Daniel Brinkworth Swears He Saw Two 


Suspicious Men Board Kellogg Nichols’ 
Car at Joliet at Midnight—Otherwise 
the Day’s Proceedings Were Unevent- 
ful—Much Time Consumed in Giving 
Gallagher a Bad Name—A Sensational 
Episode in the Haddock Case. 

Morais, III., April 12.—[Special.}—The trial 
of the Rock Island case is ing slowly. 
But little was accomplished today. The 
morning proceedings were unimportant and 
uninteresting to the crowd of curiosity-seek- 
ers that filled the court-room. Owing to the 
non-arrival of some of the witnesses for the 
aefense two adjournments were taken in the 
course of the day and an evening session, the 
first of the trial, was held. At the ‘evening 
session an important bit of testimony for the 
accused was heard. 

Robert Watt, brother of the prisoner, was 
recalled at the opening of court. He had 
made some measurements of car 34, the one 
in which Watt rode, and ascertained that 
twenty-two inches from the transoms there 


was a sag in the gar roof, from which it took 


an upward incline to the edge, about nine 
inches further; the twenty-two: inches was 
a natural slope. He contradicted the testi- 


’ mony of another of the witnesses for the de- 


fense, saying the transoms stood at an angle 
and not perpendicular, 

Judge Baker announced this was the last 
witness he had to call for Watt. Mr. Case 
then offered in evidence the Cook 
County Criminal Court record of 
William J. MGallagher’s conviction for 
forgery. The prosecution entered a strong 
objection to this on the ground t Galla- 
gher himself had testified that he pleaded 
guilty to the charge, and was now servin 
sentence. eps A insisted that this was suffi- 
cient proof of the fact, and that the other 


‘would be cumulative and incompetent. There 


were over forty pages in the indictment m- 
cluded in the record. The objection was 
overruled and the record admitted. The de- 
fense offered iu evidence further the record 
of Gallagher’s conviction in the United States 
District Court for tampering with ballot- 
boxes. For a third they offered in evidence 
the indictment for obtaining money under 
false pretenses. They offered in the fourth, 
fifth, and sixth instances indict- 
ments for forgery in the Cook 
County Criminal Court. These had 
all been nolled either during October or Feb- 
ruary. None of them were admitted in evi- 
dence except the first. The court hela that 
the record of the United States Court which 
tried Gallagher on information was void, on 
the ground of jurisdiction. 

The jury had been removed during the pres- 
entation of the records, and when brought 
back into court at 11 o’clock the defense had 
no more witnesses ready to be sworn, and an 

ournment was taken. The State was un- 
willing to commence its rebuttal while 
there possibly remained several witnessés to 
be sworn for the defense, 

In the afternoon Judge Jordan stated for 
the defense that the witnesses they expected 
would not arrive before evening, and Judge 
Dibell decided to hold an evening session. 

When at the evening session the name of 
Daniel Brinkworth of Freeport, III., was 
called a man about 40 years of age advanced 
to the witness-stand. He said he was at Jol- 
jet the night of March 12, 1886. „He said he 
was a horse-trainer for Fleming & Coat at 
that time and was engaged in the same busi- 
ness at the present time. The night of 
March 12, 1 he got up at half-past 11 
o'clock, went to e depot. and staid 
until between 4 and 5 o'clock in the 
morning. He walked out of the depot about 
hali-past 12 and went 100 yards west on his 
side of the water-tank. est of the depot he 
said there was a little tool-house. . When he 
was returning he saw two men standing be- 
tween the water-tank and this little house. 
One of the men, the shorter of the two, had 
on a slouch hat and the other a stiff hat. The 
smaller man had a bundle under his arm. 
He saw them sneak behind the water-tank, 
and he supposed they were tramps. The 
witness said he walked toward the depot. 
The train Nichols was in was then pulling in. 
When the train stopped the witness saw one 
of the men go in front of the engine and the 
other jumped upon the car next to the loco- 
motive, or between the two baggage-cars. 
Witness then entered the smoki 
walked through the train. He said he looked 
out along the side of the train after he got 
on and did not see them. He did not see the 
men after ner 4 the train. itness

The witness was sharply cross-examined by 
Mr. Stough, and said he received $10 from 
the express office at Freeport before leayng 
there, and had no doubt it was from thée*at- 
torneys for the defense.

Claims of Fraud in the Vote on Prohibition 
in Michigan. 

Derroit, Mich., April 12.—[Special.)—A 
dozen leading Prohibitionists filed into the 
Council Chamber this afternoon and sub- 
mitted to the Board of County Canvassers a 
long protest against the vote on the constitu- 
tional amendment being counted in most of 
the precincts of Detroit. Attached to the 
paper are the names of thirty-two witnesses. 
The board accepted the protest and placed it 
on file. There is no likelihood that the protest 


will ever be taken from the pigeon-hole. To 
offset the prohibition cry of fraud prominent 
political managers have been imves- 
tigating the vote in the counties giv- 
ing a lar majority for the amend- 
ment. This discloses large apparent 
frauds from the fact that the vote on the 
amendment is much larger than the vote on 
the State officers, and even greater than any 
previous vote on any n . issue. 
of the parties employed in the investigation 
states that the amendment vote in Hillsdale 
County is from 800 to 900 higher than the vote 
on the State ticket. In Allegan County it is 
600 higher and in Ionia County 900 higher. 
These are banner prohibition counties, where 
Prohibitionists fullswing at the polls. 
It is iearned that instances have been found 
where the Prohibitionists voted two prohibi- 
tion amendment pallots instead of one for the 
salary amendment and one for the prohibi- 
tion amendment. Many other counties have 
been investigating with similar results. 
Granp Rs, Mich., April 12.—[{Special. } 
— The Prohibitionists who object to the can- 
vass of election returns from this city aban- 
doned the idea of obtaining an order from 
the Supreme Court to examine the poll-lists,

The State University Investigation at Mad- 
ison, Wis. 

Manison, Wis., April 12.—[Specia!.|—The 
committee appointed to investigate the ex- 
penditures of the Regents. in the construc- 
tion of Science Hall made a report in the Sen- 
ate today. The report is quite favorable to 
the Regents. There was nothing in the tes- 
timony that went to show anything wrong 
in the expenditures, but there was much to 
show that the most careless business methods 
prevailed. The committee makes several 
recommendations. One is that $175,000, in 
addition to $20,000 already appropriated, be 
voted to complete and equip Science Hall. 
Another is that the expenditure of the ap- 
propriation be under the immediate super- 
vision of the Governor, and that he be in- 
structed to employ a Superintendent of Con- 
struction. These recommendations were 
embraced in amendments to pending bills 
and passed by both Houses.

The Union Refuses to Furnish Men to Small 
Bosses, as Was Expected—Course of the 
Master Carpenters’ Association—The 
Stovemolders’ Strike and {ts Phases— 
Both Sides in the Controversy Apparently 
Firm—Journeymen Custom Tailors. 


The carpenters’ strike is today in about the 


same condition as on the day the men went out. 
Contrary to expectations, the union refused to 
furnish men to the small bosses, who formed 
an independent association and who offered to 
concede the union all their demands on condi- 
tion that the contractors who belong to the Na- 
tional association be boycotted and refused 
union carpenters. According to various state- 
ments between thirty and sixty small bosses had 
joined this new association Monday, and the 
Carpenters’ Council had promised to furnish 
them with men yesterday morning, the men, 
however, first reporting at the headquarters of 


the council. A number of the men went to work 


without reporting, but they were immediately 
called off and told to attend a meeting 
at Greenebaum's Hall, where it would be decided 
whether to allow any men to work. The hall 
was found too small, and the West Twelfth 
Street Turner-Hall was engaged instead. Be- 
tween 1,300 and 1,500 carpenters marched from 


Greenebaum Hall to the Turner-Hall, headed by 


J. R. Buchanan, William Klivers, Edward Bates, 
and an American flag. At the hall they were ad- 
dressed by a number of speakers in various 
tongues, among them being Buchanan, Klivers, 
Bates, Riley, and Albert Currfin. The council 
was abused for even considering the return of part 
of the men, and a number of those present declared 


they were in favor of all returning or none. 


Others wanted the strikers to wait until a large 
majority.of the ay two-thirds—joined 
the independent organization or ed in some 
way to give the men all they asked. Aftera 
warm debate the latter plan was adopted. 

The Independent Master Carpenters’ Associa- 
tion heid a meeting in the evening at No. 106 
East Randolph etreet. A constitution and by- 
laws were adopted and the action of the carpen- 
ters at the West Twelfth Street Turner-Hall was 
discussed. it was not looked upon very favora- 
bly, but they agreed to continue to labor until 
they secured a majority of the contractors, when, 
they believed, they could obtain men to finish 
their contracts. It was claimed that twenty-four 
new members were secured. 

Six striking carpenters are locked up at the 
Thirty-üfth Street Police Station on a charge of 
intimidation. They are Herman Lenbarth, Lud- 
wig Reish, Otto Reish, John Frum, Julius Han- 
sen, and Herman Johnson. At2o'clock yester- 
day afternoon they entered the premises of Rich- 

Saunders at No. 3145 Dearborn street. where 
a number of carpenters were at work building a 
frame addition to Saunders’ house. The latter 
were told to either quit work or be kicked out. 
A policeman was called and the six men placed 
under arrest. 
JOURNEYMEN CUSTOM-TAILORS. 

The strike among the journeymen custom- 
tailors has about fizzled out. The employés of 
all but the five or six shops involved at the start 
have made no demonstration towards a general 
strike, and it is 38 that the men now out, 
about 150 in number. will attempt during the 
—— forty-eight hours to regain their former po- 

tions. 

A star-chamber meeting of Custom-Tailors’ As- 
semoly, Knights of Labor, No. 7,455, took place 
Monday evening which was decidedly unfavor- 
able to the projectors of the strike. when 
they proposed a general turnout, were assailed 
on ali sides, and to escape defeat shelved the 
matter by wre, J a motion to refer it 
to the District Assembly. Yesterday committees 
of the strikers waited on their former employers 
and attempted to open negotiations for arbitra- 
tion or a compromise, but they met with very 
little success, The master custom-tailors have 
been tolerably successful in obtaining non-union 
workmen, and are now but little inconvenienced 
by the turnouts during the last ten days. 


THE SrovE-MoLD RRS. 


Relations Between Workmen and Employ- 
ers Still Unsatisfactory: 

The stove-molders’ strike has extended through- 
out the entire Fourth District of the Manufact- 
urers’ Association. The country is divided into 
four districts, each having its own officers, and 
all under the control of a central committee, of 
which Mr. W. H. Cribben is President. The 
strike in Chicago was made complete yesterday 
morning when the sixty union molders empioyed 
by the Chicago Stove Works quit work. A com- 
mittee appointed by the strikers the previous 
evening waited upon Superintendent Bussey and 
presented their ultimatum. They said they could 
not handle Bridge, Beach & Co.'s patterns.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 12.—[Special.]— 
About 100 men, employed as molders at the 
Brand Stove Company's Works and at the Mil- 
waukee Stove Company’s Works, went out on a 
strike today, refusing to handle patterns for the 
St. Louis Stove Com y, whose molders are 
engaged in a strike for an increase of 15 — 
cent in wages. It is 1 believed this plan 
of sending patterns to all parts of the country 
is being carried out by the National Stove Manu- 
facturers’ Associatién to force an issue with the 
molders, as, should the increase of wages asked 
for at St. Louis be conceded, a similar demand 
would be made by molders throughout the 
Union. Good feeling exists between the manu- 
facturers and the strikers in this city. At the 
Milwaukee works last evening the officers met a 
committee from the molders and quietly talkea 
over the situation. The latter were advised to 
not strike, and given until this morning to con- 
sider the matter. Their answer, returned this 
morning, a sitive refusal to handle the St. 
Louis work, they sayis in accordance with or- 
ders from their international association, and 
no alternative is left them. If the strike is con- 
tinued for any length of time about 125 more men 
will be thrown out of employment, as there will 
be no work for them. When interviewed regard- 
ing the existing trouble today President Julius 
Goldschmidt of the Brand Stove Company said: 

It seems that the element among tae molders 
which was opposed to making the patterns for 
St. Louis stove foundrymen, whose men were on 
a strike, was in the majority, thus overruling the 
element which was willing to carry out our 
wishes. There is no bad feeling omens us, how- 
ever. Our men were satisfied with their work 
and the prices paid. We have the most kindly 
feeling for them all. This is the first strike 
which has occurred at the works for the last 
eight or ten years, and had it not been for the St. 

The 
whole matter is this: We have established our 
association, and the molders must remember 
that they have to deal with a powerful organiza- 
tion, and be more careful in their demands.

It will surely make an end to the interruptions and 
interferences which are liable at any time to oc- 
cur during the businessseason. The strike is en- 
tirely out of our hands as individuals. It is for 
the Executive Committees of both organizations 
to settle the matter. We have to obey orders as 
well as the molders, which is proven by the 
unanimous decision of all the manufacturers in 
the district to force the issue at once.“ 

DETROIT, Mich., April 12.—[{Special.]—The 
stove companies here employ about 1.000 men, 
and the companies and men are anxiously watch- 
ing the p of the stovemolders strikes 
elsewhere. n officer of the Peninsular Stove 
Company says if it becomes necessary to send

matter of wages, and they will strike reluctantly. 
The Detroit stovemoiders are particularly anx-

Wreat AND FLovur.—Wheat receipts in 
Minneapolis have fallen off more than one-half 
during the last week, the total showing 500,000 
bushels, against 1,000,000 the week before and 
400,000 the corresponding week last year. Ship- 

rs are doing nothing at all, owing to complica- 
tions — from the new freight law. The rail- 
roads have got themselves and the shippers 
badly mixed on the freight question. Nobody 
seems to know just what to do, and the result is 
that nothing is being done. Local millers have 
bought some wheat during the week, but outside 
of this trade has been duiler than for many 
months. Prices are steady and strong and have 
advanced about one-half cent for 
milling wheat. Flour shipments were 108,000 
barrels, against 168,000 the week before. While 
this falling-off is due in part to the inactive flour 
market, still the millers claim the new freight 
law has practically shut them out from Eastern 
markets at present. While wheat has advanced 
steadily during the last few weeks, flour has 
shown no improvement, although values are im- 
proving steadily under the continued stiffness 
of the wheat market. Millers find that with 
higher prices for wheat and higher freight rates 
they are unable to do much business. Several of 
the mills have shut down, ostensibly for re- 

rs, but it is well understood that with 
avorable conditions these repairs could be 
very quickly made and work resumed on 
short notice. It is said not more than 
half, or at the outside two-thirds, of all 
the mills will be running this week. There is 
very little demand for flour. and the inquiry from 
abroad, while some better than the week before, 
is at prices which the millers will not accept. 
Wheat seeding has begun already in some of the 
southern counties in this State, but the heavy 
rain of Sunday night put a stop to the work tem- 
porarily. The rain was much needed, however, 
and will put the ground in excellent condition. 
With fine weather worx will be generally begun 
within the next ten days.

will be the result. If on account of water 
competition the Chicago-Buffalo roads are re- 
leased from the operation of the short-haul 
rule the Peoria-Buffalo lines will demand the 
same treatment. Then, of course, inter- 
mediate and outlying points in the same ter- 
ritory would ask to be put on a level keel 
with Peoria, and as a consequence of grant- 
ing indiscriminate exemptions the just rule 
of the new law would be wholly nullified 
throughout a large section of country. 
Pittsburg of course would ask the same favor 
shown to Buffalo, and the Pennsylvania Cen- 
tral could demand like treatment with the 
Buffalo roads. After releasing the short- 
haul rule on transcontinental traffic the com- 
mission will need to exercise great care or it 
will find itself getting on dangerous ground. 
While the action of the Commissioners in 
granting a temporary suspension to the 
Southern roads has had the good effect of 
abolishing ex parte hearings where the rail- 
roads only were represented, and has brought 
opposing interests to the front with their 
statements and thus disclosed the full extent 
and difficulty of the problem, it looks as 
though the commission would be compelled 
even before the expiration of the ninety- 
day limit to withdraw and cancel its general 
order. 

Much ignorant comment has been made on 
the provision of the Inter-State act author- 
izing the suspension of the short-haul rule in 
special cases, and numerous editors have as- 
sured their readers that a statute which per- 
mitsits own operation to be arrested is an 
anomaly and absurdity never known before 
or m any other country. In fact, the pro- 
vision is directly in line with the practice in 
several countries in Europe. In France the 
railroads aré expressly authorized by the 
Government to carry the through traffic trom 
the Mediterranean via France to England 
at a less rate than is charged for shorter 
hauls within French territory. Germany and 


Belgiu have similar regulations In En- 


gland, where the short-haul rule is applied 
with great strictness, 4 special dispensa- 
tion is granted the railroads running 
between London and Liverpool, so that 
they may carry American provisions des- 
tined for London at less than their 
local charges between Liverpool and London, 
and so meet the competition of the ail-water 
route from New York to London. Like ex- 
ceptions have been made repeatedly in re- 
gard to the traffic between Glasgow and 
Edinburg. So far, therefore, from being a 
“crude device of ignorant American poli- 
ticians v wholly unacquainted with transpor- 
tation matters, the principle of suspending a 
short-haul rule in special cases is taken from 
the practice of European countries that have 
given the closest. attention to goverumental 
regulation of railways. In Europe the prin- 
ciple is found after a thorough test to work 
well, and there is no reason why if properly 
applied it should not be equally satisfactory 
in the United States. | c 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission 


cannot do better than follow the European 


practice of releasing the short-haul rule only 
in rare instances. Following the practice of 
France, Germany, Belgium, and England, it 
would seem that exemptions might be made 
in favor of transcontinental traffic and per- 
haps also where there is Canadian competi- 
tion, but that beyond this great caution 
should be used in suspending the rule. The 
rule itself is a just and proper part of a Na- 
tional railroad law, and the responsibility 
for its equitable adjustment and enforcement 
belongs to the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission. It should be suspended only in the 
exceptional cases where the best interests of 
commerce require such action and where a 
cast-iron, inflexible rule would be a hardship 
both to shippers and carriers. With due al-

LONDON ANTI-COERCION DEMONSTRATION. 

There was a popular demonstration in Lon- 
don last Monday which was not set down on 
the royal program as one of the celebrations 
of the year of jubileé, fiftieth Victoria. While 
her Majesty was airing herself on the other 
side of the channel 150,000 of her subjects 
gathered in Hyde Park to protest against the 
Government's Coercion act, the eighty-sev- 
enth time it has proposed 0 govern Ireland 


series. Great processions, tramping between 
walls of sympathizing spectators, flags, ban- 

and music, speeches from fourteen 
platforms at once by prominent Englishmen, 
Scotchmen, and Irishmen, and the hissing of 
the Government and the Queen by these 
thousands of her subjects made up the feat- 
ures of this program in the Jubilée year of 
her. Royal Majesty. 

It was a most suggestive demonstration, 
this immense gathering. It was quiet and 
orderly. There were no threats or menaces 
of violence, but the resolute protests that were 
made and the unanimous voice with which 
the resolution condemning the Crimes act 
was passed revealed a public sentiment more 
to be feared than threats. What does this 
bill propose? It begins with a star-chamber 
clause which makes it possible for magis- 
trates to examine witnesses on oath, even in 
cases in which no person is charged before 
them with the commission of. crime. It 
abolishes trial by jury by substitating sum- 
mary jurisdiction in cases of cryninal con- 
spiracy, boycotting, rioting, assaulting of- 
ficials, taking forcible or inciting 
to th® above offenses. It pr to try 
Irishmen in England by autho At- 
torney-General to do so on his own affidavit 
that a fairer trial can be had. It authorizes 
the Lord Lieutenant to proclaim the districts 
where the act shall be in operation. It 
further authorizes him to suppress the Na- 
tional League whenever he may see fit. 
Finally, it makes the act permanent. In the 
language of the Irish Secretary: We do

REFORM THE DETECTIVE FORCE. 

One of the most important duties which 
will confront Mayor Roche will be the re- 
form of the Central Station detective force. 
The bad management and general inefficiency 
of this branch of the police force have be- 
come matters of public notoriety. As it runs 
at present it is neither a preventive nor a de- 
tective of crime. It was by no means a per- 
fect organization before Harrison’s time, but 
it was infinitly better than itis now. During 
his Administrations it has steadily grown 
worse. Even the old adage, set a rogue to 
catch a rogue,” does not furnish an excuse 
forthe morale of its service, for the rogues 
are not caught. Thefts, burglaries, and all 
kinds of crimes requiring detective investiga- 
tuon flourish with impunity and small 
danger of interference. The city offi- 
cials themselves have had no _ confi- 
dence in the efficiency of the depart- 
ment. Private agencies or the regular police 
force attend to all the important cases. It 
was Capt. Schaack and some of his men who 
largely worked up the Anarchists’ case and 
the testimony against these criminals. It 
was the private agency of Mooney & Boland 
which ran down the boodlers and secured 
the evidence necessary to their indictment, 


and this agency was employed at a large ex- 


pense to the citizens because the State’s At- 
torney had no more confidence in the regular 
detective force than he had at the time of 
the trouble with the -Araréhists.. Compare 
this with the splendid work done by the New 
York City detective forcein ferreting out 
and bringing to justice the Broadway Sur- 
face Road boodlers. Why should not the 
Chicago force be just as effective as the New 
York one? Why should it be necessary for 
the city, with its large detective corps, to 
employ the services of private agencies at 
all? 

The truth is that the Central Station de- 
tective force has gone to seed. There are 
some efficient men in it without doubt, who 
might be retainéd and who would do good 
service under a competent head. The others 
should be weeded out and their places should 
be filled with competent men. Some officer 
like Capt. Schaack should be placed at the 


| head of it. He should at least be aman in 


whem the city officials have confidence and 
who can be expected to organize a corps in 
which citizens may have confidence also. The 
regular police force is in good shape; so is 
the Fire Department. Both have an enviable 
reputation at home and abroad. The detect- 
ive force has not. Rather than have it con- 
tinue as it is now it would be better to abolish 
it altogether and let out its work to private 
agencies. The Mayor needs to go through it 
with his new, broom, sweep out its inefficient 
and corrupt members, supply their places 
with fresh, resolute, honest workers, and put 


atits head some officer of executive ability 


and personal fitness who will infuse into the 
department energy, industry, and discipline 
and give to it that esprit de corps which the 
detective establishment of a great city like 
Chicago should have. 


THE ALLEGED WHEAT DEAL. 
The latest rumor in connection with the 


much-talked-of wheat dealin this city is that 
the persons engineering it have arranged to 
obtain from outside ChicaBo all the money 


they want to carry the scheme through. The- 


required cash is said to be coming from Cin- 
cinnati, the men there being able to furnish 
all that is wanted without asking favors 
from any one. The amount needed is a large 
one. It must be enough to pay for all 
of the 12,366,000 bushels of contrdéct wheat 
now in store here, with perhaps half as much 
more to be received from other points if 
the market conditions favor the ship- 
ment of the grain hither in preference 
to sending it eastward by other routes. 
This would make a total of, say, $15,000,000. 
There are intimations to the éffect that efforts 
were made to borrow the money in this city, 
but that the desired accommodation was not 
forthcoming. The tightness in the local mon- 
ey market is undoubtedly due in part to the 
expectation that a further stringency may 
be developed about the close of this month in 
connection with the wheat deal, and the be- 
lief that there will be no such extra pressure 
would do much towards making the situation 
easier now. It may, however, be stated as 
probable that the gossips will be hugely dis- 
appointed in this matter. The plan alleged 
has been bruited too soon to insure to it suc- 
cess, even if such a scheme were on foot, of 
which there is no proof. The existence of a 
large speculative holding here cannot be 
doubted. Very nearly the whole of the vis- 
ible supply of this winter was sold against in 
the Chicago market, and the buying had to 
be done by somebody. It ow appears prob- 
able that the purchasing Was sufficiently con- 
centrated to enable the long interest to work 
together, while the shorts are scattered ali 
over creation.” This places -the latter at a

the end of May. It is. said that more than 
6,000,000 bushels of contract wheat are now 
available for shipment by Minneapolis peo- 
ple, and they can send it here at atransporta- 
tion charge of only 43¢ cents pe? bushel, that 
being the rate at which milling-in-transit”’ 
room is out for fully 1,000,000 barrels of fiour 
or its equivalent in wheat. The room available 
here was figured out yesterday to be equal to 
about 2,000,000 bushels, but it is in the power 
of the directors of the Board of Trade to de- 
clare regular several houses which are now 
used only for private storage. Of course it 
is understood that a given quantity of wheat 
must not only be of the required quality, but 
must also be in a regular warehouse, or the 
buyer may refuse to receive it in satisfac- 
tion of a contract. It is this fact on which 
hinges so much of the discussion recently 
heard about the prospects for a corner in 
wheat in this city. The fear of not being 
-able to deliver, according to the technical 
seuse of the term, is what causes hesitancy 
on the part of many of the people who have 
sold wheat here which they own eisewhere, 
,and makes them ask one another if it would 
not be better to reverse the operation now 
than to run the risk of being floored by an in- 
effectual attempt to deliver the _Rroperty in 
Chicago. —

THE SENATE AND THE STATE FAIR. 

It is expected that the bill for the perma- 
nent location of the State Fair will come up 
in the Senate today on second reading. Now 
is the time to amend it by the substitution of 
Chicago, Peoria, and Centralia for Spring- 
field. 

In the natural course of things the Sena- 
tors, irrespective of party, from the counties 
in which these threecities are situated would 
heartily support the amendment. There 
could hardly be a clearer case of legislative 
duty. But Springfield understands lobby 
work. That is its principal industry, es be- 
cially at this season of alternate years. The 
first step taxen in the organization of the 
Thirty-fifth General Assembly showed that 
all the cunning and every resource of the 
Capital City would be -brought to bear in 
favor of this pet project. 

The record made today will be an impor- 
tant one for some of the Senators. Out of 
fifty-pne members of the Senate twenty-eight 
are said to be committed to the tripartite 
plan. Not one of that number can go over to 
the Springfield side without branding him- 
self. It will take no investigating commit- 
tee to determine the cause of his flop. It will 
be perfectly evident that it was a trade - not 


necessarily a case of downright bribery, 


but a case of disreputable log 
rolling. Every member has some 
pending measure in which he feels a special 
interést, and the Springfield policy is to 
make as many as possible feel that the 
passage of their favorit bills depends upon 
Sangamon County votes. The chief fugle- 
man in this line of tactics is Representative 
Littler, Chairman of the House Committee 
on Appropriations. From the vantage ground 
of his Chairmanship he can hold a rod over 
Senators as well as Representatives. This 
will undoubtedly be a busy day with him. 
But there are two sides to this matter. Any 
member of the twenty-eight who is disposed 
to desert to the other side would do well to 
count the cost. Can he afford to array his 
natural allies against him and his measure? 
If the stanch and loyal element takes hold in 
right good earnest-there will really be no 
temptation to yield to the coaxing or bull- 
dozing of Springfield.’ The Chicago, Peoria, 
and Centralia alliance is a natural one, and, 
if really compact and. earnest, it must be 
irresistible. 

This question of State-Fair location is of 
special important®, because the decision 
made at this session is likely to be perma- 
nent. Last year the fair was held in Chi- 
cago, next year it will be at Olney, in the far 
southeast; but this dodging about from place 
to place just as it happens ought to case. 
Instead of going to the other extreme of se- 
lecting one town it is for the general good of 
the State to designate several localities. IIli- 
nois is so much longer than it is broad that it 
naturally divides itself into three sections, 
Chicago, Peoria, and Centralia being the 
railway centres for each: But even if the 
State were so shaped that some one city 


could be called central for all parts it would 


still be better to have the rotating system 
for the State Fair. No one locality could 
have it every year without wearing out the 
interest and destroying its benefits. It is 
like a farm. The same crop year after year 
exhausts the soil. Rotation is a recognized 
necessity in agriculture and should be the 
policy in all State fairs. The Centralia 
“crop”’ might not pay expenses, the Peoria 
one not much more than that, but the third 
year, allotted to Chicago, would. pay off all ar- 
rearages and leave a handsome margin for 
the next season. 


HOFFMANN AND THE ADMINISTRATION. 

One of the absurdities of the late cam- 
paign was Carter Harrison’s charge that 
the President was against him. It is 
not probable that Mr. Cleveland had any 
knowledge at that time of the fact that 
Chicago was on the eve of an election. 
He is well aware that it is no great thing 
to be the Mayor of a city, except as the 
subsequent accidents of politics may mag- 
nify a molehill into a mountain. Whatever 
he knew or did not know at that time on the 
subject is a matter of indifference to the 
public. Chicago neither needed nor sought 
any help from the National Administration 
in the selection of one of its citizens to he at 
the head of its affairs for the next two years. 
Nor does Chicago at this time ask anything 
at Mr. Cleveland’s hands. It is;atundantly 
able to look after its own interests. But the 
President owes it to himself, to his Adminis- 
tration, to the- party which he represents, 
and to the whole country to take note of the 
partone of his appointees took in our late 
campaign. We refer, of course, to Francis 
A. Hoffmann, United States Appraiser at this 
port. 

It was a palpable violation of the proprie- 
ties of his position for Mr. Hoffmann to be a 
member of the Democratic Convention, and 
when he allowed himself to become Chair- 
man of that convention he underscored the 
bad record and proclaimed his contempt for 
the common decencies of his official position. 
He thereby insulted the President himself 
by assuming that his professions of respect 
for the civil-service rules in regard to active 
participation in polities were hypocritical. 
Mr. Hoffmann’s predecessor, Mr. Ham, had 
been an active and aggressive politician as a 
private citizen, but during all the time he 
was in the Government service—and he 
was appointed Appraiser originally by 
Gen. Grant at the clese of his sec- 
ond term—he never once participated 
in any convention. Long before the 
civil-service rules were tormulated he exem- 
plified theic spirit. It was bad enough to re- 
move without cause such an officer, but now 
that his sucéessor has gone to the opposit ex- 
treme the Administration is pound to take 
cognizance of the matter. The campaign at- 
tracted general attention, so that if the of- 
fense is passed over and condoned the public 
will see init aconfession that the assump- 


| tion of hyprocrisy was well founded. There 


‘is no chance for evasion. 


But as events turned the “ pernicious 
— 


activity” of Eee saa in the con- 
‘vention was only a small part of his real 
offense. The contest developed into a direct 
conflict between the red flag and the Stars 
and Stripes. The better element of the 
Democratic party did not hesitate when it 
came to that to support the Republican ticket. 
There were two notable exceptions—Harri- 
son and Hoffmann. Next week Mr. Harrison 
will retire to priva‘e life, no longer an incu- 
bus upon the Democracy. But how about Mr. 
Hoffmann! Thatis for Grover Cleveland to 
decide. It matters little whether Mr. Kern 
or any other local Democratis after the Ap- 
praiser’s scalp or not. The responsibility in 
the case rests on one man, The Appraiser- 
ship is a Presidential appointment, and there 
is no escape from the alternative of either 
indorsing Mr. Hoffmann’s alliance with Social- 
ism or removing him, No middle ground of 
neutrality is possibile. 

A year from this time the Democratic 
party will hold a National Convéntion. The 
recent election in Chicago will still be re- 
membered, forming as it did the logical 
sequel of May 4, 1886. Unless the Adminis- 
tration purges itself of the Hoffmann taint its 
indorsement will be the indorsement of So- 
ciahsm. If the President and nis Cabinet 
cannot see this now they will see it when it 
is too late. 


Tun Trrpune has received numerous as- 
surances that the new Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioner, Mr. Rogers, is a man in 
every way fitted for the position. We have 
never doubted it, nor have we even by impli- 
cation expressed any distrust of that gentle- 
man personally. His experience in the State 
Senate and elsewhere abundantly attests his 
qualifications. It is not at all a question 
which of the two ex-Senators, Johnson or 
Rogers, is the more competent man individu- 
ally for the position. The point ‘is that Chi- 
cago, being the great railroad centre of the 
State and having within its limits the ware- 
houses which come within the supervision of 
the board, ought to have representation in 
that body. This county was never before ig- 
nored, and thé personal merits of Mr. Rogers 
do not justify the new departure.

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THE NEW AUDITORIUM BUILDING. 


The above isawew of the Chicago Audi- 
torium Building taken from the plans and 
specifications of the architects. The struct- 
ure will stand on the, north side of Congress 
street, between Michigan and Wabash ave- 
nues, and when completed will cost about 
$2,000,000. The size will be a frontage of 187 
feet on Mich avenue, 361 feet on Congress 
street,-and 161 feet on Wabash avenue. The 
tower, which will be of solid masonry, will 
reach the hight of 225 feet, while the walls 
from sidewalk to crown stone will be 144 


feet, or ten stories high. When completed the 


ing will be used as a hotel and audi- 
torium, with the hotel entrance on Michigan 
avenue and the entrance to the au- 
ditorium through an enormous lobby 
opening on Con street be- 
neath the tower. e auditorium will 
be the largest in the world, containing 5,000 
seats and a full seating ** ‘of 9,000. 
Compared with the greatest European audi- 
toriums it will fall below many of them in 
costly ornamental Wisplay, but will excel any 
edifice in the world used for like purpose in 
seating capacit and utility. The contract 
for the iron used in the construction is the 
largest ever made for any one building, re- 
— over 4,000 tons of material. Thirteen 
rms from Chicago, Pittsburg, Philadelphia, 
Louisville, Trenton, and other cities are com- 
peting for the iron work, and four weeks 
will be given them in which to — their 
bids. e question has been raised whether 
or not the soil would support such immense 
weight, and Mr. Adler, the senior member of 
the architect firm of Adler & Suilivan, who 
have prepared the plans for the building, 


answers the question. “We have tested the 
foundation,” said he, every twenty feet 
each way.

Philip Schick's Suicide. 

Philip Schick of No. 76 Goethe street commit- 
ted suicide yesterday morning at 6 o'clock by 
shooting himeeif through the temple.

He 
died a few minutes later. He never owned a re- 
volver, and his friends believe he purchased it 
on purpose to take his life.

his spirits. About three weeks ago he attempted 
suicide by hanging himself with a towel. The 
cloth slipped and his attempt Was unsuccessful.

The jury re- 
turned a verdict that he cominitted suicide while 
temporarily insane. 

Schick is well known about the business por- 
tion of the city. He was manager at Kern's 
restaurant. For years he was with Ibach, who 
kept the well-known Sbarp Corner” before the 
fire, and he was afterwurds on Fifth avenue. He 
hus a son in Washington and a daughter in this 
city. His wifeisin an insane asylum, having 
been under restraint nearly two years.

The Concession Made Not to Any Fartieu- 


lar Corporation, but with Regard to the 
General Welfare of a Region—Discrimi- 
nation to Be Guarded Against Carefully 
Most Lines Discriminating—The Ticket 
‘Problem. 
Judge T. M. Cooley, Chairman of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, arrived in the city 
‘yesterday and was engaged all day in settling up 
his aceounts as receiver of the Wabash Railway. 
In conversation with a representative of THE 
TRIBUNE regarding the recent action of the com- 
mission in suspending the operation of the long 
and short naul section of thé new law for the 
roads in he Southern Railway Steamship Asso- 
ciation, which has called forth so much unfavor- 
able notice, Judge Cooley said the Commission- 
ers, after thoroughly discussing the arguments 
presented by the various roads, came to the con- 
clusion that justice required that they should 
move slowly on a question of such great impor- 
tance, and that they should not take action that 
would be definit and final in its effect without 
first making themselves fully acquainted with 
the situation. This was deemed particularly im- 
portant because the law went into effect so soon 
after the appointment of the commission, and 
the railroads had hardly time to adapt their 
tariffs and rules to acodrd with the provisions of 
the new law. The commission, he said, did not 
recognize the Southurn Railway & Steamship 
Association, as had been claimed, but based its 
action upon the individual arguments presented 
by the representatives of the various roads in 
that association, especially the Louisville & 
Nashville, East Tennessee, Virginia & Georgia, 


and other 1 Southern roads. The claim 
that the commission erred in extending the order 
to all Southern roads south of the io 


River and east of the Mississippi River he did 
not — nese geek as not only the competition 
by the ste p lines had to be taken into con- 
. — but also the competition by the Mis- 
sissippi River and other Southern navigable 
rivers. He did not think any injustice was done 
— the, roads — side o — vee a’ 
granting temporary relief to e 
Southern roads. Nochange the rates to con- 
form with the new law by the roads in this part 
of the country was but trifling as compared with 
the changes necessary by the roads in the South, 
and a decision. that they must conform with the 
long and short haul section of the law without 
8 them reasonable time to do so might 
have subjected them to serious trouble and loss. 
If the commission finds upon personal investi 
tion that no good cause exists for giving the 
Southern roads, or any other roads, the privilege 


of making special through rates to m alleged 
water competition it would at once c those 
roads to conform strictly with the provisions of 


ee long and short haul section. He also states 
that the commission would not tolerate any dis- 
crimination on the partof the Southern roads 
against the merchants in Western cities and in 
favor of those in Eastern cities. As regards 
other problems to be solved by the commission 
Judge Cooley could not express himself, as those 
questions had not yet come up for consideration. 


Eastern Lines Weakening. 
The Western roads whose tickets were “turned 
to the wall by the Eastern roads for refusing to 
conform with the latters’ demand that no com- 
missions should be paid are perfecting arrange- 
ments to opena union ticket office in New York 
for the sale of through tickets tothe West. At 
present Eastern passengers desiring to go over 
any of the boycotted roads cannot purchase 
tickete further than Chicago, and at 
this point they have to buy other 
tickets to destination. This is not only a great 
hardship to ps rs, butit prevents ssen- 
gers from going to Southwestern Misso River 
— at the same rates via Chicago as via St. 
uis or to Omaha and Nebraska points via St. 
Louis at the same rates as via Chicago. With a 
union ticket office in New York’the Western 
roads can add their own tickets to those of the 
Eastern roads and equalize as under the old ar- 
rangement, basing rates to Omaha and the 
Northwest upon Chicago rates, and to Kansas 
City and all points in the Southwest upon St. 
Louis rates. 

The Western roads expect to be ready to have 
sufficient evidence showing discrimination con- 
trary to Sec. 3 of the new law within a week to 
bring the case before the United States courts 
and get a prompt decision. 

While the Western roads stand as firm as a 
rockin the position they have taken in this 
matter there are signs of weakening 
on the part of the Eastern roads. General Pas- 
senger Agent Ford of the Pennsylvania has is- 
sued another circular to Western roads asking 
them, whether they complied with the terms 
of letter A or not, to kindly return inclosed 
blank with the statement what uction tle 
deemed necessary to settle the existing difficul- 
ties.

Western Passenger Affairs. 
The General Passenger and Ticket Agents of 
the roads in the Western States Passenger Asso- 


’ ciation held a meeting yesterday at the office of 


Chairman Abbott. The first question considered

of second-class tickets. No unanimous action 
could be reached, and the matter was 


| finally referred to the General Managers for 


their decision. There was a long discussion 


regarding the treatment of differential rates in 
connection with the Central Traffic Association 
lines. A committee was appointed to see the 
representatives of the Eastern lines, which were 
then in session in the same building, and learn 
what their opinion was in the matter. The com- 
mittee called upon the representatives of the 
Eastern roads and stated its errand, It was 
abruptly informed that they (the Eastern 
roads) were too busy to go into a dis- 
cussion of the matter at that time. 
The committee, after reporting back to the meet- 
ing, was continued with instructions to make a 
report as to what had best be done in the matter 
at the meeting tuis mcrning.

The Trunk Lines Still Discriminating 
Against Chicago. 

Another case of severe discrimination against 
Chicago onthe part of the Eastern trunk lines 
has just come to light. In arranging cotton 
rates they made the rate from Chicago to New 
York 22 cents per 100 pounds, while from St. 
Louis they fixed the rate at only 30 cents per 100 
223 On all other freight the rate from St. 

uis is based upon 116 percent of the rate from 
Chic Under this rule the rate from r 
should be about three cents lower than from St. 
Louis, instead of two cents higher, as fixed by 
the trunk lines. Of course the gpject of the 
trunk lines is to prevent any cotton from being 
shipped via Chicago. While but little if any cot- 
ton from the South is being shipped via Chicago, 
yet cotton shipments from Texas by the Kansas 
& Texas to Hannibal and thence dy 
the Burlington or Wabash to Chicago 
have been ory increasing during the 
last few years and lately have assumed quite 
large proportions. It is this traffic which the 
trunk lines are trying to divert from Chicago and 
force to go East via St. Louis, and their object 
no doubt is to punish the Chicago Western lines 
for refusing to pro rate with them on Missouri 
River traffic at the unreasonable divisions the 
demand.

The Fight Against Commissions. 

_ New YOrK, April 12.—[Special.j]—After fifteen 
months of wandering in the paths of the unre- 
pentant the lost sheep is back in the trunk line 
passenger fold. Wuat yesterday made probable 
today made certain, and tonight saw the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad hand du hand with the 
other great lines leading into this city. Most of 
the Generul Passenger nts of the trunk lines 

ssed a few hours at Commissioner Fink’s office 
today. C. K. Lord of the Baltimore & Ohio was 
among them. The doings of the Executive Com- 
mittee were important, but Commissioner Fink 
summarized them ve briefly. Through rates 
to Liverpoel from Chicago were talked up, he 
said but it was decided not to make any change 
in the existing system and rates for the present. 
Then, after transact some routine busi- 
ness, the Executive mmittee adjourned. 
The Passenger Committee made arrangements 
for a little outing, which will begin tomorrow 
morning, when the members, with Commissioner 
Pearson at their head, will go aboard a palace- 
car to be whisked away to Chicago on the New 
York Central limited express. In Chicago they 
will meet the General Passenger Agents of the 
Western roads for a conference, which may set- 
tle the existing difficulties and may not. There 
was a report today that the return of the Balti- 
more & Ohio to the agreement was the 
result of no less a concession by the other side 
than the privilege of running its trains into New 
York over the Pennsylvania’s lines. This rumor 
caused a big stir, but when Mr. Lord was asked 
about it he said: The sume thing was circulated 
three or four months ago. It was denied then, 
and nothing has — — since to make that 
denial inapplicable to the present case. Matters 
will go on with us just as usual.“ 

The Western roads gave no signs of weaken- 
ae Their offices here are well supplied with 
orders for tickets to ints on their lines 
from Chicago, and anybody wish to get such 
an order was accommodated. The list of the boy- 
cotted roads was not changed in any way during 
the day. These roads’ representatives, although 
they have not been notified of any change of 
policy from their headquafters in ago, are 
not at all frightened. The position of the Chi- 
cago & Alton was thus sei forth by Mr. Charles 
Oberg, its Eastern Passenger Agent: As for 
the Chicago & Alton, it is first, last, and all the 
time in favor of the payment of commissions to 
ticket agents. The Chicago & Alton will not 
recede from the position we have taken 
if all the other Western roads should 
accede to the trunk lines’ demands.” 
The Chesapeake & Ohio has not turned any 
tickets to the wall. Its policy will be simply 
that of non-interference, and it will continue to 
sell through tickets over commission-paying and 
commission-refusing roads alike. The Canadian 
Pacific has turned no tickets, although its own 
have been so treated by the trunk lines. Whether 
the Western roads will put lines of tickets into 
the city has not yet been decided. 


Railroad Construction Stopped. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 12.—About fifty men 
in the employ of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
Company were engaged about 4 o'clock this morn- 
ing in laying track crossings at Twenty-fifth, 
Twenty-ninth, and Wolf streets for the Delaware 


River extension of the road, when they were in- 
terrupted by a large force of Pennsylvania Rail- 
road men. The latter’s forces consisted of 250 
— and eight locomotives. Four of the loco- 
motives were 


jumped from the Pennsyl- 
vania tracks at Twenty-tifth street, 
where the Baltimore & Ohio men 


were at work, completely obstructing their op- 
erations. The Pennsylvania men began to tear 
up tne track that had been laid, and, after a 
struggle with the opposing force for about two 
hours, succeeded in doing so. A large forte of 
policemen was early on the scene, and it is be- 
lieved that their presence alone prevented a se- 
rious conflict. The Supreme Court decided that 
the Baltimore & Ohio had a legal right to cross 
the Pennsylvania track at grade, considered that 
the Baltimore & Ohio Company should execute a 
bond to the Pennsylvania in the sum of $40,000 
as security for damages to the tracks during the 
process of putting down the cross rails, but by 
an oversight the bond has not yet been given. 


Northwestern Grain Rates. 

St. Paul, Minn., April 12.—([Special.]—The 
Burlington & Northern Road has been beaten 
out of its trade in this section by transit.“ It 
made a 10-cent rate and expected to get its share 
of the business, as the nominal rate of the other 
roads is 18 cents, but the price of transit hus 
fluctuated so much thas the Burlington is getting 
very little business, and. it is understood, will 
shortly reduce iss rte to 74 cents for flour and 
grain. It is also stated that the Burlington Road 
made the above rate as an experiment, intending 
to try it for thirty days and see how they came 
out, but the result of seven days’ business has 
satisfied them that they must get down to bed- 
rock at once. a

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 


An Attempt Upon His Life in 1864—The 
Kidnaping Conspiracy. 

Wheeling, (W. Va.) Register: I am read- 
ing with a great deal ot interest Nicolay and 
Hay’s life of Lincoln in the Century,“ said 
Mr. John W. Nichols, ex-President of the 
Omaha Fire Department, to me. “The 
chapters that will most interest me will be 
those relating to his career from 1862 to 1865, 
and particularly the history of the assasina- 
tion. Itis not generally known that more 
than one attempt upon Lincoln's life 
5 made in Washington, but such is the 

act. 

Mr. Nichols’ statement interested me some- 
what, and I asked him to explain. He then 
went on and told me substantially the follow- 
ing story: In August, 1862, Company K, One 
Hundred and Fifth Pennsylvania Volunteers, 
of which Mr. Nichols was a member, was de- 
tailed as body guard of President Lincoln. 
Up to 1864, owing tothe vi ce of the 
guards, Mr. Li escaped all attempts at 
violence. The back of the Confederacy was 
broken, a good feeling pervaded all Washing- 
ton, and vigilance Was considerably relaxed. 
It was then conspiracies were hatched and 
Confederates ran the city unmolested. The 
President and his family spent the summer 
months at the Soldiers’ Home, about three 
miles north of the city, whither the body 
guard accompanied them. It was the custom of 
the President to remain late at the War De- 
1 and after his work was conciuded 

e would ride on horseback out to the home. 
That summer he had persistently refused an 
escort, imagining himself r secure. 

One night about the middle of August Mr. 
Nichols was doing sentinel duty at the large 
gate to the grounds of the home, About 11 
o’clock he heard a rifie-shot, and shortly 
afterward Mr. Lincoln dashed up to the gate 
on horseback. The President was bare- 
headed, and as he dismounted he said, re- 
ferring to the horse: He came pretty near 

tting away with me, didn't he He got the 

it in his teeth before I could draw the rein.“ 
Mr. Nichols asked him where his hat was, 
and he replied that somebody had fired a gun 
off at the foot of the hill, and that his horse 
had become scared and jerked:his hat off. 

“Thinking the affair rather strange,“ said 
Mr. Nichols, “a corporal ana myself went 
down the hill to make an investigation. At 
the intersection of the driveway and main 
road we found the President’s hat—a plain 
silk one—and upon examining it we discov- 
ered a bullet- hole through the crown. The 
shot had been fired upward, and it was evi- 
dent that the person who had: fired the shot 
had secreted himself close bythe roadside. 
The nextday I gave Mr. Lincoln his hat and 
called his attention to the bullet-hole. He re- 
marked rather unconcernédly that it was put 
there by some foolis&. ner and was not in- 
tended for him. He said, however, that he 
wanted the matter kept quiet, and admon- 
ished us to say nothing about it. We felt 
confident that it was an attemptto kill him, 
and a well nigh successful one,too. The 
affair was, of course, kept quiet in compli- 
ance with the President’s request. After 
that the President never rode alone.“ 

Mr. Nichols then went on to relate the cir- 
cumstances of a kidnaping conspiracy which 
was attempted to be carried out the next fall. 
This plan was unknowingly frustrated by 
the body guard, whose quarters were im- 
mediately in front of the south porch of the 
Executive Mansion, equi-distant between 
that building and the Treasury, State, War, 
and Navy Departments. Just to the east of 
the quarters was the guard tent,where a por- 
tion of the body guard remained on duty. 
For reasons then unknown to the guard the 
tent was moved to the west end of the gravel 
walk, in the rear of the War Department. 
Shortly afterward it was learned by 
the guard that the very night the 
tent was moved a plan had been laid 
to capture the President as he should 
pass along the walk and carry him to the 
house of one Green, a notorious Rebel, on the 
bank of the Potomac, back of the White 
House grounds, and thence, when the oppor- 
tunity offered, he was to be carried to Rich- 
mond and held as a hostage. It was always 


believed that the moving of the guard tent to 
the west end of the walk frightened the con- 
spirators and th their design. 


At another time, not long before this inci- | 


dent, Bourke, the veteran coachman, who 
had served through two Administrations at 
the White Hou was taken sick. A 
stranger from timore applied for the 
place and suc in securing it in 
the absence of Bourke. He did not hold the 
place very long, however, as he became 
so domineering and important that he was in- 
tolerable. Bourke reinstated. One night, 
not long after he had been dismissed, the dis- 
charged coachman was discovered sneaking 
about the stable, which was soon observed to 
be on fire. The whole guard was called ou 

and by great exertions saved the Presidentia 
coach and team, but Tad Lincoln’s pony and 
Col. Hay’s carriage team perished. It was be- 
lieved that a plan had been formed for this man 
to fire the stables, and during the excitement 
conspirators were to rush into the White 
House and murder the President. Mr. Lin- 
coln, however, rushed out with the rest to 
the scene of the fire, and thus frustrated any 
attempt at assasination. What made this 
appear more evident,“ said Mr. Nichols, 
‘was the fact that after the incendiary was 
arrested he produced several witnesses who 
were employed at Ford’s Theatre, ana who 
testified that he (the discharged coachman) 
was down in the city during the whole even- 
ing on which the fire occu These were 
the persons who, in my opinion, laid the final 
conspiracy that brought Abraham Lincoln to 


his grave.” 1

German Canaries, Finches, and Java Spar- 
rows the Favorits for House Birds. 
Detroit Free Press: The rich, rippling notes 
of scores of soft yellow canaries, the throat 
of each swelling and t¥robbing in an effort 
to make himself heard gbove the tempest of 
melody; low, soft, sweet songs of paroquets 
caught in occasional lulls like a subdued ana 
far-away echo; full and rounded voices of 
English thrush and blackbird; the clear, 
flute-like whistling of cardinal-red birds, and 
melodious chirps and twitterings from other 
songsters only now and then marred by the 
hoarse croakings of untaugnt parrots—this 
is the bewildering mysic heard any atter- 
noon in a Woodward avenue bird store. But 
it takes a sunny afternpon, with the brignt 
rays slanting in upon cages, to bring out 
the best notes and set! the feathered pets 
fairly quivering with gladness and 2

the same—that is, if they are German 
ned.“ 

Nearly all of the canaries on sale come 
from the Hartz Mountain district of Ger- 
many. While old ladies —and some others 
raise canaries in this country, and even in 
Detroit, it is only in the Hartz Mountains 
that it is carried on as an industry, and from 
there comes the recognized best class of birds. 
There, as soon as a bird is old enough to care 
for itself, it is taken, with the rest of the 
brood, to a room where hung several fine 
singers. Under the tuition of these the 
youngsters catch their frst notes properly at 
the age of tnree months, but théy reach noth- 
ing like a song until sig months old. They 
sing then in dead earnest, and at the age of 
nine or ten months are exported as trained 
singers, which they are. 

In the song of a canary four notes are 

ized by dealers, and they can tell by 
listening to it for a very few minutes wheth- 
er the bird is German or American. They 
are the water note, which is a rippling, 
gurgling, attractive bit 1 „ like the 
murmur of a rill; the flute note clear and 
ringing; the whistling note, of the same 
class but very much finer; and the rolling 
note which is a continuous melody, rising 
and falling only to rise again. It is in the 
last named note that American birds fail. 
They cannot hold it. Another difference be- 
tween the two is that German canaries are 
night singers—they will sing until the light 
is extinguished. But American birds put 
their heads under their wings with darkness. 
The birds imported pa ebip il in wooden 
cages BAU inch Ona Lat New 
York they are kept several days that they 
may become rested and take on a little fat. 
Even with fast transportation it is difficult 
to get them as far as St. Paul without laying 
them off for food and rest. 

“Canaries will probably always remain 
the favorits for house birds,“ says Mr. Royce, 
„although in the last few years there has 
been a largely increased demand for fancy 
birds—that is, really handsome birds as to 
pa and without any song. But canaries 
iave the grip. We sell a good many Nor- 
wich canaries, but the German are preferred. 
The Norwich birds are raised in England and 
are of a very deep, golden yellow, as you 
see. They are very loud but not fine sing- 
ers.“ 

Next to the canary the English bullfinch is 
a popular songster. Their orange breasts, 
black heads, and brown backs give them a 
jaunty and altogether well-dressed air. 

heir natural notes are very fine and sym- 
pathetic. When trained they become known 
as piping bullfinches, and can be taught to 
whistle three tunes to perfection. Once 
taught the three they make their own com- 
binations sometimes, and quite pleasing they 


are. 

Of the finch family, by the way, Mr. Royce 
has some Napoleon finches from Africa, 
which are the smallest birds that do well in a 
cage. They are very diminutive—mere bits of 
bollies—-but well feathered in brown and red, 
and brown and black. It would take two of 
them to make one canary. Yet they are 
twice as spry and inquisitive as @ Canary. 
They are purely a fancy bird, and are among 
the neatest in make-up of any of the forty 
varieties ot finches. 

Another popular fancy. bird is the white 
Java sparrow. Its color is ine in its 
purity, and is set off by a pink bill. The 

y Java sparrows are a trifle larger and 
have monstrous white ears, pink bills, and 
dark heads. While they are called gray 
their plumage is more properly a dove color. 

There is no softer, sweeter bird-song than 
that of the paroquet, and these gorgeously 
dressed pets are more and more coming to 
be favorits. Their plumage of green, yellow, 
and black is mixed in most attractive combi- 
nation, and if objection is found. that their 
bills are hooked it should be remembered 
that they are nearly hidden in the soft 


feathers of the head. These birds always go | 


in pairs. If separated they generally lan- 
guish and die for want of companionship. 

The English thrush, blackbird, and linnet 
retain a certain degree of popularity attained 
years ago and are always in demand. The 
blackbird is less known than the others. 
Larger than the American blackbird, he has 
a strikingly yellow bill. He makes a fine 
song-bird. The cardinal-red birds from the 
Gult — whistiers they are - and 
the incomparable mocking-bird are not as 
much sought after as their merits demand. 
Another whistler which Mr. Royce points 
out with pride is the troopial, a South Amer- 
ican bird. His form is much like that of the 
blue jay, and he has the same impertinent 

rk. But his plumage is yellow and black. 
These birds become pets in reality. With 
proper care they quickly “ take to” a person 
and become as tame as kittens, so that they 
may be let go and come at will.

After a Week of Mournful Religious Cere- 
monials the People Find Recreation in 
2 Bloody Ball-Fight—Immense Crowds 
Turn Out to Witness the Sport—Some 
Furious Fighting and Numerous Acts of 
Bravery. 

Special to the St. Louis @lobe-Democrat: In 
Mexico everything is festivity today. To the 
Holy Week of mournful religious ceremonials 
has succeeded a holiday in which all are par- 
ticipating. The character ot the church cere- 
monials during the last three days was lugu- 
brious in the extreme, but to a stranger the 
streets of the Capital and the suburban pleas- 


‘ure resorts, where the doleful scenes of the 


Savior's passions were presented in most 
realistic manner, seemed more like picnic 
resorts to which the population had resorted 
for @ day’s pleasure and. enjoyment than 
places of penitence and penance. Today all 
of sadness and sorrow has been forgotten, 
and the whole population has turned out in 
the brightest colors to celebrate one of the 
most festive occasions in'thne holiday calendar 
of the Mexican Republic. 

There are three plazas—De Torres—within 
the limits of the Capital, in which perform- 
ances of unusual merit are given, and at 
Tlalnepantla, a short distance from the city, 
is another. It is needless to say that all the 
plazas are crowded. That in which your cor- 
respondent is seated is fairly filled with the 
élite of the Capital, it naving been thrown 
open to the public today for the first time. 

Diego Prieto, who fought as alternate with 
Mazzantini, is here as first sword. Juan Mo- 
reno, surnamed “ The Americano,” is the 
other. The quadrilla has entered in exquisit 
costumes of sky blue, vermilion, old goid, 
red, dark blue, and silver. The bull is light 
brown. He has disemboweled two horses 
which have to be removed from the plaza. A 
banderillero plants a pair of barbs, but in do- 
ing so has his forehead 7 open by one of 
the widespread horns of the bull, and, though 
he bravely tries to plant another pair, has to 
leave the plaza with blood gushing from his 
face. After more play Moreno takes the 
sword and Diego Prieto goes to his assistance 
with the cape. Prieto in playing with the 
cape is struck by the bull's horns in the side 
and face, and is removed from the ring and 
the quadrilla is left without a Captain. More- 
no, however, amid yells of caution from the 
spectators, thrusts the sword to the hilt. The 
bull bellows with rage, and the enthusiasm is 
intense. The bull does not die till another 
thrust is given, and the attack and defense 
elicit the wildest applause. 

A black bullenters for the second round, 
and as he punase into the arena the specta- 
tors exhibit their appreciation of his ferocity 
by deafening cheers. The picadores fight on 
horses whose flanks and breasts are protect- 
ed by no leather shields like those which pre- 
ceded them, and succeed in saving the ani- 
mals from being disemboweled, but not from 
being disabled. The bull is a magnificent 
fighter, and as the banderillasdo their work 
a shower of silver dollars and tinsel-covered 
cigars falls around the members of the troop 
as Moreno again advances with the sword. 

Diego Prieto is seen entering the ring, with 
bandaged head and face, and wild shouts 
rent the air, for even the Americans present, 
of whom there is a large number, cannot help 
appreciating this exhibition of bravery and 
courage. Prieto advances with the cape, 
makes some brilliant plays, but is finally or- 
dered to retire by the Chief of Police, and 
the admiring spectators are glad to see him 
removed from danger. The bull, after being 
stabbed twice Ls oreno, falls from exhaus- 
tion and is killed by the cachetero. 

The quadrilla is again without its Captain 
when a heavy, dark-brown bull enters. The 
play of the picador is magnificent, and one 
who fought with Mazzantini after his face 
had been torn with the sand and gravel of the 
arena, filled with the enthusiasm of his pro- 
fession and forgetful of ail sense of personal 
danger, flings his sombrero among the en- 
thusiastic. spectators, and returning to the 
charge has his horse turned around and 
around, but escapes from danger. The 
planting of the banderilias renders the bull 
indescribably furious and he jumps high in 
the air. Then the banderillero whose fore- 
head was torn by the horns of the first bull 
again enters the arena with his head 
band , and, unlike Prieto, is allowed to 
pene pate again in the performance. 

oreno does not handle the sword so weil 
this time, but after several thrusis the bull 
finally falls and the fourth enters. 

He is a lively runner, and rapidly chases 
the capas around the arena. Some of the 
capas quickly turn him, as many as four 
times. without running, and he bellows with 
fury, but will not attack the picadores. The 
bugie blows and the bull is turned from the 
arena for his failure to attack the horses. 

The fifth enters in a fury, but in his wild 
ruh is received by the 3 who twist and 
turn him till he falls on his haunches. One 
of the reer pion is unhorsed, but hangs to 
the bridie and 1s immediately removed. The 
other picador is the next attacked, but re- 
tains his seat. Then again the qther is at- 
tacked, and next the former. His horse 
shies, and the rider jumps to his feet. The 
horse falls to the earth pierced to the heart 
by the horns of the bull. The banderillas 
are skillfully planted, and the spectators go 
wild with enthusiasm at the brilliant display 
of skill. The sword — into the bull's 
neck, and he drops dead. 

Another bull enters, which is soon re- 
turned to the corral because of his failure to 
attack the horses. The rain, which has been 
falling at this hour during the last week, in- 
terferes with the performance, but the spec- 
tators are seated with open umbrellas and 
the performances continue. 

The next bull enters the arena and devotes 
his whole attention to the horses, one of 
which falls under the rider, and while in the 
throes of aeath is repeatedly pierced with the 
horns of the bull. The swordsman again 
fails to do the killing according to the wishes 
of the spectators, and it is only after several 
ineffectual attempts that the bull is killed by 
the cachetero. 

The last bull chases horses and capes 
around the ring and displays such vicious- 
ness that Buenavenda, who has tried the 
sword several times without fatal effect, 
though with great dexterity, escapes away 
by the arena and the bull is finally thrown 
to the ground by two lariats skillfully ma- 
nipulated by two horsemen and is dispatched 
by the cachetero. 

The latest novelty advertised is a bull-fight 
by electric light, which will take nce in a 
few days in the Plaza de Calon. hat the 
result of this experiment will be is entirely 

roblematical, and the novel spectacle of a

Forty Deputies 
are said to be pledged to its repeal, and every 
one is asking how much lobbying will be 
necessary to prevent the passage of the bill.

A Strange but Well-Authenticated Instance 
of Canine Second Sight. 

Chambers’ Journal: It has often been said 
that animals have as keen a perception and 
as quick an appreciation as man himself of 
anything out of the usual order of things, or 


partaking in any way of a preternatural 
character. Whether the whole animal crea-
